By David T. K. Wong 


United Nations. 


NE of the assumptions held by the founders of 


the old League of 


Nations was that the 


organisation could be staffed with people who were 
relatively free from narrow national prejudices 
and who were willing to serve the interests of the 


international community at large. 


The history of 


the League has shown that assumption to be true. 


Today,” there fs no dearth 
internationally -minded in- 
dividuals willing to. serve the 
successor of the ill-fated League 
But the vicissitudes of interna- 
tional politics often affect the 
appointment-of such people to 
the staff of the United Nations. 
The appointment of Chinese Is a 
case in point. 

While there is no fixed rule 
regarding the appointment of 
United Nations: staff, the 
practice hns been that the per- 
centage of the budget a notion 
contributes to the — United 
Nations be used ts a rough 
guide os to the percentage of 
United Nations jobs that would 
go to the nationals of that 
country. .
